THE COAL TRADE OF AMERICA. 

S1r,—Having been for some time a subscriber to your Journal, I take 
the liberty of giving you a few items respecting the production of coal in 
Pennsylvania, as I notice, in your Journal of Feb. 28, under the head of 
Notices to Correspondents, the statement that “there are no official re- 
turns of the mineral productions of the United States, and the census re- 


port of 1850 does not so much as mention even the production of coal in 
Pennsylvania,” It is true we have no official returns of our mining pro- 
ductions; and perhaps this may be accounted for from the fact that, until 
within a year or two past, the mining interest of our country has been 
considered to be only in its infancy, and it is but recently that it has begun 
to assume a shape and a form that bids fair to make it eventually one of 
the most prominent (if not the greatest) interestinthe country. In order 
that ye may give your readers who desire it some information respect- 
ing the coal pote of Pennsylvania, I may inform you that the entire 
production of coal from 1820, the period at which the dst ton of anthra- 
cite was mined, to 1856, inclusive, was 61,710,051 tons of our hard, or 
anthracite coal. Our bituminous and semi-bituminous mines have yielded 
about 10,000,000 tons for the same period. 

It is 36 years since the first ton of coal was mined, and in the last three 
years the production was equal to the quantity mined in the first 26 years 
of the series. Dividing the amount into thirds, the first third was mined 
in twenty-six years, the next third in seven years, and the other third in 
the last three years, From these facts, you will perceive the rapid strides 
our coal interest in Pennsylvania has been making for the last three or 
four years; and it is but yet in its infancy. 

The great semi-bituminous coal field of. our state, “‘ Broad Top,”’ which 
was reached by railroad last year for the first time, and sent to market 
but 42,000 tons, will this year probably send 250,000, and in a few years 
its production will reach millionsannually, It will be but very few years 
before the annual production of coal in our country will reach the present 
production of your own, which I believe is about 40,000,000 of tons, and 
of this amount Pennsylvania will produce more than all the other states 
combined, as, from her geographical position, she is nearer the Atlantic 
seaboard, and all the great eastern markets, than any other state ; her 
mineral wealth greater, and her mining interest more fully developed, 
than that of any other state in the Union; and I predict that, from this 
time forward, the coal and iron interest of the United States will take a 
rank and — second to no other interest in the country. Most truly 
has one of your own writers said— 

Coal is the protestantiser of the world. Ifa small coal field has effected so much 
in England, what may we not ex on our posterity, from those vast basins shown 
by by oer in the geological map of the United States? Glancing over the three huge 
coal fields of the States, each surrounded by its ring of old red sandstone, like patches 
of bitumen floating on clayey pools, we may call to mind the prophesy of Berkeley as 
to the westward course of the hme pap Some of the numerous coal fields of America 
are equal In extent wo all Eng’ ; and their dark seams inlay the landscape as with 
ebony, and impart to it its most striking peculiarity of feature. Ifa patch of a few

This difference can only be apparent, 
as I firmly believe that those principles which these gentlemen advocate so admirably 
are amongst the essentials to be adopted, if any material reduction in the number of 
accidents in coal mines is to be experienced. I believe, however, that the growing 
intelligence of the miner, and his developed powers of mental vigour, will eventually 
enforce these radical principles upon the attention of the coal proprietors, and induce 
them to adopt those s and systems which are deemed necessary to the men’s com- 
fort and safety. ucate the adult coal miner, mentally and morally, then I will 
predict the overthrow of the evils complained of, and the annihilation of the sources 
of accident, as far as they depend upon human means: they will vanish like the early 
dew before the advancing tide of intelligence and self-respect.

THE LUND HILL COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 


Str,—The evidence given by 47 witnesses at the enquiry instituted into the cause 
of the death of 190 persons sacrificed at Lund Hill Colliery is now before the public, 
and presuming such evidence to be public property, it is, I think, a fair subject for 
comment and criticiam. Taking the evidence as a whole, the witnesses appear to 
possess wonderful unanimity as to the efficient arrangements for conducting opera- 
tions on a large scale, and promoting the health and safety of all employed. In my 
humble opinion, it is one of the most strange, unnatural, unpreceden 
countable phenomena ever heard of that a mine should be opened in a district noto- 
rious as the most fiery in the United Kingdom, and this particular mine in a part 
of the district pyar J new and unbroken, or pened, except by Earl Fitzwilliama’s 
collieries, about a mile to the west, and the said collieries are known to generate large 

uantities of gas or fire-damp; and that this mine should have been entirely free 
fon gas, according to the testimony of all the officers and managers, as well as most 
of the men that have been examined, is an impenetrable mystery. Then thie fact 
also must have been lost sight of, that when the shafts were in progress of sinking 
the pa engine ceased working one Saturday in Aug., 1854, and did not resume 
work until the Monday morning following, and the parties in charge of the sinking 
had not made aware that such suspension was to take place without suspecting 
any danger. When the water was drawn out, the sinkers descended the shafts to com- 
mence work, when an explosion took place of a most fearful character, and which re- 
suited in the loss of six lives. I — that, from the evidence, this painful occur- 
rence must have been entirely overlooked, though it took place when the shafts were 
only about 60 yards deep; and is it not well known that from the surface to the coal 
gas abounds in all the porous or open strata? Such being the case, it is fair to pre- 
sume that the Lund Hill Colliery would generate a quantity of gas in proportion to 
the area that was one, or the number of working places actually in operation. I 
believe this conclusion will be generally admitted. Then it follows that, though the 
gas thus generated, as we are told, has not been allowed to accumulate in sufficient 
pape = to cause an explosion, but has been carried off by ventilation, Yet this 

oes not invalidate the conclusion that gas has been generated during the wholeperiod 
that the works have been in tion. Can there be a doubt that its presence has 
been frequently indicated? ithout prejudice to any y, I would ask if, when 
the coal was first reached in the leading shaft that was being sunk at Lund Hill, it 
= ost 1 mead evident that the coal itself generated, or gave off, immense quan- 
tities of gas 

Briefly looking at these antecedents, is it not fair to presume that this colliery re- 
quired more than ordinary attention and precaution in the designing and laying out 
of the workings for producing large quantities of coal; also, that the arrangements 
for ventilation should have been of the most complete character? Supposing all the 
evidence to be strictly correct, that there was no gas visible, and the ventilation was 
not only good, but perfect, where has the gas come from that has caused such wide- 
8 desolation and death, that neither north, west, nor south, were able to give up 
their inhabitants?

ON EXPLOSIONS IN COLLIERIES, 

Sin,—I see the attention of many persons, both theoretic and practical, 
are straining their inventive powers to discover some means of arresting 
the progress of these appalling disasters, the most of which are caused by 
deficient ventilation, an unimproved system of conducting it on the mine, 
the improvident use of naked lights, or the thoughtless removal of the top 


of the safety-lamp. In the North of England, where the explosions have 
now (for the last two or three years) nearly ceased, the disasters have been 
checked—first, by the employment of experienced and scientific viewers, 
who arrange the ventilating currents from time to time, so as to prevent 
the adulterated portions coming in contact with naked lights, or the fire 
of the furnace ; second, they and their overmen and deputies fix and ap- 
point which places are to be worked with naked lights, and which with 
safety-lamps ; and where safety-lamps are used they are invariably locked, 
so that the working people cannot undo them. But this carries with it 
the necessity of appointing one or more trusty persons, who see that the 
lamp is in proper order when delivered to the worker, and when it requires 
to be opened it must be peony = to such deputed person, who arranges it 
and relocks it. Nothing ean be a greater delusion than to give the colliera 
safety-lamps and leave it to their own discretion whether they use them 
shut or open, It is the duty of the managers of the mine to adopt a sys- 
tem, and to employ the functionaries for enforcing it.

THE COPPER TRADE. 


Sta,— Will you allow me to call attention, through your valuable Journal, to the 
present anomalous state of the copper market, and to impress upon the smelters the 
necessity that exists for an immediate change. Fine copper is now quoted at 1338/. 
per ton, and it is not to be bought from the copper brokers under that price ; yet so 
general is the impression that it must recede, and so limited is the demand for the 
article (in consequence of merchants, factors, and manufacturers declining to issue 
any orders for brase or copper goods), that it is possible to buy good, clean copper 
(old bolts, &c.) at 107/. 4s. per ton, or 11 \d. per lb., at which price I have to-day 
purchased a large parcel. 

It mast be confessed by all that the last rise of 9/. per ton was as indiscreet as the 
fall of 19/., some few months ago, was unnecessary. If the market price of copper had 
remained at 126/., I believe that the consumption would have been continuously pro- 
gressive; but the unexpected and heavy fall, and then three successive rises, have 
unsettled the minds of consumers, and produced a depression which is almost with- 
outa lel daring the last ten years. Asan extensive consumer of copper, I can 
say with sincerity that manufacturers generally would feel very grateful to smelters 
if a uniformity of price could be preserved. I trust that the next fall in copper will 
not be more than 9/., and that it will long remain at the remunerative price to smelters, 
and satisfactory price to consumers, of 126/. per ton.

COMMITTER’S REPORT. 

Your committee have much pleasure in laying before you the report of your agent, 
Capt. M. Francis, giving a statement of the progress of the company’s works, since 
the last general meeting, which no doubt willbe read with interest by the shareholders, 
as showing the great improvement which has taken place in the value of the property, 
both underground and at surface, during the last twelve months. It will be seen by 
his report that in addition to the underground work which has been carried on, and 
which wil!, as soon as a communication is made with the old mine, lay open about 
800 fms.of oreground. An excellent water-course has been made from which we have 
a never-failing supply of water, and two water-wheels, crusher, and dressing-floors, 
have been erected. Of the proposed capital of 6000/. which your agent estimated 
would be required, your committee have not found it necessary, up to the present 
time, to call up more than 10s, per share, and it is their belief, considering the rich 
discoveries already made, that not more than 5s, per share, if so much, will be re- 
quired to lay the mine thoroughly open, and provide it with increased powerfal ma- 
ebinery. It will beseen by the account now submitted for your adoption, that in addi- 
tion to the calls on shares, we have received for ore raised above the adit level nearly 
2000/,, but the most encouraging feature in connection with the mine is, that the ore 
ground is lengthening as we drive, and increasing in richnessas we sink deeper. The 
financial statement shows that, since the last general meeting, we have received on 
account of calls, lead ore, &c., a sum of 30638/, 13s. L1d.; and the expenses have been 
30602. 18s, 10d. : leaving a balance of 87,08, 1d.in hand. Thesiuteucut of assets and 
liabilities shows a deficiency of 3293, 0s. td., and your committee recommend a cail of 
2s, per share being made, to assist in defraying the expenses consequent upon the 
further development of the works, The term of office for which your committee were 
appointed now expires, but they are eligible for re-election. 

CAPT, M, PRANCIS’S REPORT. 

In giving you a report of the mine, I shall as briefly as possible explain our opera- 
tions during the past 12 months, as well for the information of those shareholders who 
have lately joined the undertaking as yourselves, as I am sure that it will be interest- 
ing to you to know the position this mine is likely to take when completely laid open. 
The present company commenced operations in the latter part of the year 1855, since 
which time we have driven eastward about 20 fms.; raised nearly 2000. worth of 
ore by stoping; driven westward more than 30 fms.; sunk an engine-sbaft 9 fms. 
nnder the adit, the bottom of which is a valuable body of lead ore; risen nearly to 
the surface, a height of 20 fms., to complete the engine-shaft; and in the eastern part 
of the mine we have risen up towards the old mine 6 fms., and have only about 3 fms. 
to hole to it, which, with the engine-shaft, we hope to have completed in two months’ 
time. In the meantime we expect to contribute the value of 20 tons per month towards 
the expenditure necessary for putting the mine into the most complete state of prac- 
tical working. We have alsocompleted a great deal of surface work by making water- 
courses, water-wheels for working round buddles, round baddies, jigging hutch 
great deal of masonwork, and covered all the works with sheds, As 
ing mill as the wheel purchased with the mine would bear has also 
it is not sufficient to crush all the ore we can grt, or the half of what we may fairly 
expect by the appearance and length of the old mine. In looking at the money ex- 
pended in this mine it is necessary to observe that the great outlay has been in works 
of preparation. The ore that has been raised and sold was found in the way of our 
progress in driving to ventilate and unwater the old mine; and the great mass of ore 
ground constituting the old mine, which will soon be ventilated by the rise from the 
lower adit, has scarcely been touched at all—at most only a few, (say 5) tons has been 
raised from it in carrying up the rise for the purpose alluded to. e ground stoped, 
however, has not been unprofitable, although it is not the regular ore ground of the 
old mine; from it we have raised and sent off 160 tons of ore, which has been sold for 
1800/., and given about 600/, or one-third profit, which, in Cardiganshire, is a pro- 
portion that amply remunerates the capitalist for the outlay invested. We calculate 
we have about $00 to 1000 fms. of profitable ore ground above our deep level, and in 
a very short time (4ay two months) wecalculate to have our engine-shaft down 10 tms., 
and the machinery fixed to drain it, which will prepare a very large extent of ore 
ground for the future; and the appearance of the ore ground in the bottom of the en- 
gine-shaft and in the rise towards the uld workings is very good, holding out hopes 
of a lasting and profitable mine. 


LIBERTY MINING COMPANY. 


A special general meeting was held at the offices of the company, Moorgate-street, 
on Tuesday, Mr. R. A. Rippett in the chair. 


Mr. H. H. Roop (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the 
letter from Mr. Conquest, which appeared in the Mining Journal of April 11.

The Cuaraman said he might tulate the pany on the prosperity of their 


estates in the North British Australian colonies. Now that they had got rid of the 
Kawau Mine, which had been a source of continual trouble, they might safely look 


forward to a considerable increase in the value of the property. All the accounts re- 
ceived from the colony afforded proof of a growing prosperity; and those which had 
come to hand since the report was drawn up, showed that the improvement was 
going on, The stock was on the increase, and the prices realised were such as to sa- 
tisfy them, that if they could keep up to the present standard only there was no rea- 
son to fear the result. It was a matter of congratulation that they had got rid 
of part of the remaining portion of the Kawau property. It was to be regretted that 
they had ever been induced to work that mine; but he believed at the time it held out 
prospects of goud returns. These expectations had endedjinjdisappointment and loss, 
At the last meeting, some animadversions were passed on the expenses of manage- 
ment in this country, and he was happy to say they had since been reduced by up- 
wards of 25 per cent.; and it would be seen by the accounts that the receipts from 
commission, and other sources of income in this country, now more than covered the 
charges of management here. Several of the proprietors having expressed a desire 
that the company should be registered under the Limited Liability Act, resolutions 
had been prepared, and would be submitted to the meeting for carrying out that ob- 
ject.

as was probable, seeing how near it was to the Burra Burra, the royalty which would 
te received would go far to compensate the loss that had been sustained on the Kawau 
Mine.

Messrs, Powell and Cooke have forwarded us the following remarks 
upon the business of the week :— 


_ There has been rather more business doing this week than for some considerable 
time past, and we have no doubt, as the summer advances, and with more settled 
weather for surface operations, the mining districts will assume more activity. ‘The 
reduction in price of tin is considered as only of a temporary character, in anticipa- 
tion of the approaching sales of Banca tin.

Licutine A Mine witn Gas.—Fifty-seven years after the first appli- 

cation of gas by a Cornish mining agent, that most beautiful of artificial lights has 

been introduced into a Cornish mine—Balleswidden being the first to adopt it. Mr. 

A. Wright, who contracted to supply the gas, appropriately delivered a very inter- 

esting lecture on ‘*Gas,” to a large number of miners and others, assembled in the 
dry,” and was listened to with the greatest attention. Mr. 5S. H. James, who acted 
as chairman, observed that they well knew the introduction of most new things had 
met with opposition. He recollected the introduction of the safety-fuse, and no 
doubt many were present who at first objected to it, for in Botallack that feeling was 
exhibited to a considerable extent—some actually declaring they never would use the 
safety fuse; yet if it were now proposed to return to the old fashioned quills, he 
wondered whether there would be any objection. Then again, he recollected the 
erection of the first steam-engine at Carnyorth Mine, in St. Just. and the opponents 
of every innovation said, ‘‘ All the mines in the parish would not support a fire- 
engine.” Mr. Wright, after referring to the successful result which had followed 
the carrying of gas into the shafts and levels of the mine, said that at first sight it 
would appear every man ought to be acquainted with the nature and property of 
light : how much more so the miner, who toiled deep in the earth in darkness—he 
above all others was interested in the question of artificial light. There were several 
reasons why gas was superior in mines—it gives a purer, better, and a steadier light 
than a candle, and can be increased and decreased in power, whilst the light of a 
candle could only be of a certain size, and if two candles were placed together they 
would not give more light. He had been down into their mine. He thought it an 
act of great courage to go down those interminable ladders, although three captains 
very kindly accompanied him; and when he sat down at the bottom of one of the lad- 
ders, with one poor glimmering candle, he really felt as if he had got into the other 
world, Let any stranger now go down and mark the difference: in place of the soli- 
tary light, he could see the whole of the machinery illuminated. With a flexible 
tube he could see from one end of the mine to the other, could examine and rectify 
the minutest defect, or see the aspect of the mine. Any one who saw the effect of 
gas could not doubt for a moment its success. He would not say that it had been 
successful in the workings, or that he thought it bad, but experiments were being 
made which would, no doubt, result in success. A letter of thanks has since been for- 
warded by Capts. N. Tredinnick, W. Clemans, and T. Trehair, from which it appears 
that the principal difficulties are now removed, as they say that they have examined 
his gas-lights throughout, and have great pleasure in informing him that the lights 
are all burning exceeding well—giving a good, bright, clear light. And so far as it is 
tried in the shaft, levels, and pitch which was lighted the previous day, it answers 
exceedingly well, and they have no doubt of its answering all the purposes for which 
it isintended. They find in the pitches, in the ordinary way of working, that one 
light in the centre of the pitch will be sufficient for four men to work with. But 
when more than one light is required, the flexible tube will be quite sufficient to con- 
vey the light which may be required to any part of their work. 


Coat Mixes Licutep py Gas.—The continued fearful accidents in our 
coal mines, owing ina great measure to a practical defect in the means of their illu- 
mination, have given rise to many contrivances for their prevention, Among other 
means that of lighting by gas has suggested itselfto me. In the spring of 1854, at 
which period the Barnsley catastrophe took place, I published in the Mining Journal 
some details of my plan ; recent experiments have convinced me that coal gas is the 
most economical and safest illuminator that can be used in mines. It is somewhat 
strange that these dark regions should be the last to receive the benefit of that arti- 
ficial light of which they are the source. Dark! Few know how dark. Setupa 
very small wick in some very bad oil, surround it when dimly burning with a gauze 
such as our window blinds, which curious eyes can scarcely see t b in broad 
cartes you will then have a tolerable idea of the very faint light,that the miner is 
obliged to use. Most of his labour is ‘* piece work,” and the better he can see the 
more hecanearn. The gallery in which he works does not reflect any of the little 
light that falls upon its walls. The lamp, after hours’ burning, is nearly doused with 
its own soot, but being poked at with a bit of wire lightens up, but to quickly sink 
intoa ‘‘glim.” Can it be wondered, therefore, that tie miners prefer a naked Tight? 
Oil and tallow are a heavy item of expense in the working of a mine, and short- 
sighted overseers think there is economy in decreasing the means of light to the men, 
the miners, on the contrary, are ever desirous of more light, and hence is an 
opposition between employer and employed, which will ever leac te evil. If, now, 
mines were lighted by gas all these evils would be prevented, because there need then 
be no want of light; each jet once ignited would never want trimming, and could 
be permanently by gauze the same as a Davy, with the advantage of being 
made a fixture such as could not be removed without dissovery.—S. Pixser.

That, too, which makes mining still more uncertain is the fact, 
that the same causes of subterranean disturbance are constantly in ucticn in the ( ala- 
brias, and scarcely a week passes in which some incident of the kind does not occur.

Coxcentration or Poor Coprxr Ores.—This question appears at the present period 
to be exciting much interest amongst all those concerned in mining operations, 
and I have no doubt that, when practically put in operation, it will be found of 

benefit. Could the whole of our poor mundicky ores be utilised, there would 
& great saving in mining expenditure, and many of those establishments which 
are now making calls would then be in a dividend-paying position I am informed 
that a Mr. Archibald Reid has lately patented an invention, by which poor ores 
can be reduced to a metallic state at a very low figure. I would not advise your 
readers to be too sanguine with regard to any of these new processes, Experience 
has taught us how little many inventions are to be relied upon. None of the va- 
rious new-fangled crushing machines which from time to time have been ushered 
into public notice are at all comparable to the old Cornish grinder; nor have the 
ena, steam-hammers, and a host of other crude concoctions, been found one- 
alfso effi asthe stamps. I by no means wish to condemn all inven- 
tions: possibly out of some of them a good one may be obtained. Under all circum- 
stances, the least we can expect is, that from all these processes some ultimate be- 
nefit may be arrived at. A combination of the whole, or portions of them, will no 
doubt lead to some practical solution of the question.—Mzrauuicus: April 22, 


Vextitatioy or Cotireares.—In answer to the Notice of Messrs. F. Briscoe and W. 
Brown, colliery accidents may be prevented by vigorous suction pumps, whieh may 
be obtained of Gwynne and Co., London; by systematical conducting of works, by 
which proper draughts may be made; by simpler rules, which will be longer re- 
membered, casier learned, and more willingly obeyed. When more public com- 
panies engage in collieries, we may have fewer accidents, through more system in 
Management and adapting of the very superior means already under the public 
notice; but colliery owners want educating as well as colliery miners. The parti- 
culars of the numerous accidents have to sifted from a mass of ignorance and 
selfishness, The gas may be collected into a gasometer on the surface, and clarified 
by ordinary means; and may be then conducted through tubes to their dwellings 
for illuminating purposes. In the Lancashire coal field, where the people are more 
educated, the acciients are few, and of less account.—Taria: April 20, 


Purnxomenon ty Acovustics.—In reference toa question of Mr. George ilen wood, the 
particular sound named is understood by observing the exit of sound through a 
trumpet. You will perceive that those which are longer (wider, with length in- 
creased) have a greater echo, or accumulated sound, increased also by fineness, 
form, and position of atomsconducting. When the “‘ particles of sound” enter the 
trumpet, they reverberate and increase in ge, and on exit from the trumpet 
continue in the angle of the trumpet, as raysoflightthroughachink. Inthe ruins 
of a palace of a part of Greece is a cave of the form of the human ear (a reflector 
and conductor of sound), on entering which distant sounds are audible, the use of 
these caves being to the ear as telescopes are to thesight. Through means of these 
caves, kings of olden time had ready access to the thoughts of state prisoners ; and 
at the present time, Messrs. Solomon and Co., London, have an invention by which, 
when applied to the ear, distant counds are heard; as well a« having the magic 
flute. Another me of these sounds is, that sound is subject to all the laws 
of mechanics, of which gravitation is one; and by due attention and calculation, 
the distance, slanting or perpendicular, may be computed. These sounds are in- 
convenient to the growth (crystallisation) of some metals: itis necessary in the case 
of coal to be undisturbed for 1000 years, This phenomenon of sound may be made 
usefal for signals, and measuring depths or courses.—Tria: April 20. 

Paexomenon rx Acovstics.—The observations of Mr. Henwood I venture to explain 
thas—that the oscillations of the sound are conducted in thin air less good than in 
thiek air; in thick air less good than in atill thicker fluids, as, for instance, in water ; 
and in water less good than in solid bodies, as, for instance, in rock. I believe that 
the phenomenon mentioned transplanted its oscillations through the tolerable good 
conductor of the water on the rock, and the rock conveyed the sound onwards to the 
miners’ work places. Mr. Henwood’s suggestions are, in my opinion, perfectly cor- 
rect. On the top ofa hill the report of the sound, even of the human voice, is leas 
audible than on low ground on acconnt of the thinner air. Take a long piece of 
wood (say, 100 ft.), scratch on the one end, when another person at the other end 
will quite distinctly perceive the scratching noise, while a person listening in the 
free air quite close by may hear nothing of it. The divers in the depth of the water 
hear, in by far greater distances than other bystanders, the noises made over the 
water surface. T’he doctrine of the oscillations has some application to mining in 
eases of holing, and the harder the rock the more perfect the oscillations of the 
sound are perceptible. The comparatively weak blow of the hammer is heard to 
extraordinary extents when done underground, and by far more than if the blows 
are done overground, in which latter case your ear is touched by (he sound through 
the oscillating waves of the air.—C. H. Gustavus Taos, April 24. 

Tarrmourren.—It has frequently surprised me that so very little has been done with 
a view to obtain a universal thermometrical scale, yet I fear that neither of the 
scales at present in use are calculated to displace the other, Reaumur and Centi- 
grade have the same fault - that minus degrees commence at too high a tempera- 
ture, so that it is absolutely necessary td mark the lower degrees to prevent con- 
fusion. This defect would effectually prevent those countries who now use Fahren- 
heit’s scale from adopting either Reaumur or Centigrade. The Fabrenheit scale 
not being upon the decimal system, nor having any other peculiar feature to re- 
commend it to those in the habit of uaing the hoes mur or the Centigrade, could 
not be easily introduced upon the Continent. The scale 1 would propose is one 
into which the degrees of Fahrenheit, Reaumur, or Centigrade might be easily 
converted, and, moreover, one which would almost entirely do away with minus 
degrees. The manner in which this is to be effected is, let one new degree be equal 
to 1°5 F.; then 1 C. would be equal to 12 mew; 1 R.=1*S5 new. Let the tempe- 
rature at which water is at ite greatest density = 41° F. or 5 C. or 4 R., be marked 
100°. Zero would then be equal to — 109° F., below which thermometrical calcula- 
tions are seldom made. Boiling water, with the barometer at 30, would be 214°, 
and temperatures up to nearly 1500° F. would be in three figures. To 
convert the degrees of the new scale into the degrees of those now in use would be 
extremely simple, since the degrees bear the proportion of 6,9, 5,4. Therefore, 
to convert Fahr. to new+109x2—3; Centigrade above Zero to new+78i x5—6; 
Reaumur above Zero to new +62% «3—2, and vice versa. The Zeroof Centigrade 
and Reaumar being=94° new, and the Zeroof Fahrenheit being=72°'66, the caleu- 
lations below those points must be made accordingly.—J.A.C.: Paris, April 15,

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Whenever any accident occurs, or a great calamity overwhelms a ¢' 
trict, simil&r to the late fatal explosion at Lund Hill, there will always 
be found numberless people to suggest novel ideas, and propound new 
theories, to show how such a catastrophe might have been prevented, Ty 
many of these well-intentioned individuals we will give all the merit 
they deserve: had they, however, perused the columns of our Journal, 
they would have known that the majority of the propositions they noy 
bring forward have been known many years since, and, where practicable, 
long since acted upon. 

No one presumes to write upon theology, law, physics, or medicine, un- 
less they have some acquaintance with the subject of which they propote 
to treat; no knowledge, however, is considered requisite in mining, and 
those who know no more about a colliery than the coals they burn on the 
domestic hearth presume to give their opinions about ventilation, the up- 
cast and downcast shafts, &c. These crude notions from time to time ob- 
tain publicity, and are by the many-headed multitude regarded as emana- 
tions of talent, whereas they are most frequently only theoretical projects, 
which can never be practically realised. 

Without entering into any detail of the various ideas that have been 
mooted, it is sufficient to say to those who state that a definite system of 
ventilation should be laid down that they must be grossly ignorant, if they 
are not aware that that which is practicable in one district may not be #0 
in another. A question has also been started about the lamps, and a con- 
temporary enquires why such a lamp could not be invented as would com- 
bine light with security. This we have already answered. There are 
several such; and we would request those gentlemen who propose to in- 
vent lamps which will afford greater safety, and more illuminating power 
to the miner, to visit the model-room of the Government School of Mines 
before they perplex their ideas to concect an improvement, which pyo- 
bably, unknown to them, has long been in vogue, and possibly exploded. 
Mr. Vavouan is of opinion that these explosions would not occur if the 
goaves were properly cleared, and there, toa certain extent, we agree 
with him. He is, however, probably not aware that in every well-regu 
lated colliery great attention is always paid to this point, and that when 
accidents from the accumulation of gas occur there, the fault or crime, what 
ever it may be, is not to be ascribed to ignorance, but gross negligence. 

It may possibly be remembered that, previous to the In being 
appointed, a record of such accidents as came to our knowledge was re- 
corded in the columns of the Mrxino Jouvrnat, and every year a tabular 
statement was published of them. Mr, Wartnoton Smytu, in one of his 
lectures, observed —“ Previous to the appointment of I 
no record kept of accidents in mines: a statement was published, how- 
ever, every year in the Min1no Journat, but he was of the opinion that 
many of these occurred which totally escaped their notice.” In this state- 
ment we cordially concur; but it is some satisfaction for us to be able to 
say that we were one of the means by which the attention of the Legisla- 
ture was called to the necessity of framing enactments for the better 

vernance of our collieries, e have always stated that the number of 
Focpestenn was too limited, and have shown the absolute impossibility of 
the gentlemen who are appointed visiting the several mines in their dis- 
trict so often as they themselves would deem necessary. Rules may be 
framed, the greatest precautions taken against accidents, but these are o! 
no avail unless they are strenuously carried out. It may be ordered by 
the Inspector that the brattices should be carried up to within a certain 
distance of the face; this, however, may be neglected—in some instances 
by the carelessness of the men, and in others (let us hope they are but of 
seldom occurrence) from the niggardliness of the proprietors. With re 
gard to lamps, they are liable to be tampered with by the men, and #!- 
though there are several invented which would seem to defy any attempts 
at unlocking, still we believe, that there will always be found those wh 
will be enabled to elude any or all precautions both for their own aa‘ 
and that of their fellow-labourers, ‘ 

The po laid down in the several districts appear to be/ramed 
to meet all possible contingencies, There is no question but tht these 
might be modified to suit peculiar exigencies. The strictest rulg are of 
but little avail unless they are practically carried out; and, therfore, in 
every colliery, no matter in what district it may be situated, he most 
stringent discipline should not only be exacted but likewise aforced. 
This salutary rule followed, and examples made of those ———- 
would in a comparatively short roe prevent many of the miskaps aris- 
ing at the present time from wilfulness and neglect, Noone canpresumé 
to say that accidents can be entirely obviated; they will alway be un- 
avoidable. Discipline, science, attention, and care may remedjmany of 
the evils that now occur. h fatal occurrence teaches a fearhl lesson, 
to be guarded against for the future. Sir Gronor Gary has phmised a 
aor ae shall take place as soon as the inquest at Lund Hil is ter- 
minated. The evidence of the eminent men who have had themanag* 
ment of the pit since the awful catastrophe will, no doubt, be considered, 
and such practical suggestions as they offer we trust will be caried forth 

with into effect.

THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.) 

Apri.23.—It appears that some of the copper dealers were disappointed 
last week in finding that the smelters did not reduce fine copper below 
136/. per ton. They expected this because, as it is said, many parcels of 
foreign copper were in the market undisposed of, and the best description, 
equal to English best selected, was quoted at 133i. per ton, whilst the 
smelters rate for English was 138/, per ton. This may have been so, but 
the probability is, that the smelters knew these few lots of foreign would 
soon be cleared off, and that the general supply was not such as to call for 
a reduction of prices, Indeed, there were people in Cornwall who did 
not anticipate any reduction of rates at the smelters’ monthly meeting on 
the 14th inst. They thought prices would be =F up for this especial 
reason—that the smelters can scarcely as yet afford to reduce prices. Up 
to the middle of February they were giving about 113/. for ore copper, 
and if we take into account, that from two to three months are required 
to convert ore into smelted copper, and the latter into cash, it will be seen 
that ore copper purchased at 113/. per ton in February, could scarcely be 
sold as cake copper gt 126/. per ton in April, and the usual profit be left 
to the smelter. It was therefore inferred, that the smelters would keep 
up the price of cake copper to 135/. per ton, until the ores they had pur- 
chased up to the middle or end of February had been disposed of; and 
that, consequently, no reduction would take place until May, and perhaps 
not then, if trade shall have much revived. However, the prices at which 
the smelters have been purchasing ore copper for the last four weeks, will 
enable them to realise good profits, even if they reduce cake copper to 1262, 
per ton in May; so that should a reduction then take place in fine copper, 
there is no reason to expect that the standard will be reduced to the miners 
below what it is at present, or has been for the last three or four weeks, 
Taking the average of the whole of last year, the difference between the 
prices of ore copper and cake copper, was about 22/. 12s. per ton. Now 
on the let of April, the smelters gave for ore copper 103/. 10s. per ton ; 
so that should that be sold in the early part of June, as fine copper, at 
126/. per ton, there will be 22/, 10s. per ton difference, for carriage, smelt- 
ing, and profits, which is just about the average, as above stated, of the 
difference on the whole of the sales of last year.

THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE. 


(raom OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON.) 
Apazit 23.—The Iron Trade presents the same indications of quiet steadi- 
ness which has characterised it for some weeks past. Prices appear firm, 


vent the ruinous fluctuation in prices which has had such an injurious and healthiness and soundness decidedly characterise the trade. 


The inquest on the boiler explosion at Messrs, Bagnall’s works, at Sea- 
brook, was resumed on Friday evening. The evidence appeared perfectly 
convincing that the boiler was well supplied with water at the time of 
the explosion, Mr, Chellingworth, an engineer from Birmingham, called 
in to examine the boiler by the coroner, ascribed the explosion to the in- 
ferior quality of the iron, and remarked that he never saw worse iron. He 
produced parts of the boiler, which he described as laminated and crys- 
talline. Another defect which he points out in the boiler was, that the 
plates did not sufficiently overlap each other, so that the rivet holes were 
only three-eighths of an inch from the edge, and, in his opinion, they 
should be five-eighths, or three-quarters of an inch. He thought some 
cracks, which appeared extending from the rivet holes to the edge of the 
lates, had been gradually extending, and that the slight leakage, which 
fad been spoken of by other witnessses, was owing to that cause. He 
remarked that boilers should be tested at about three times the pressure 
they were intended to carry before being used, The evidence of the head 
engineer of the Messrs. Bagnall, Mr. Skidmore, und of a boiler-maker, 
Mr. Thompson, and Mr. Mills, an engineer, did not agree with that of Mr. 
Chellingworth. They considered that the iron in the boiler was of good 
quality, but that the pieces produced by Mr. Chellingworth had been in- 
jured since it was made, by being exposed to the action of the fire. It 
was stated that the boiler was made at Messrs. Bagnall’s work, and that: 
it was not their practice to test the strength of boilers before using them, 
nor the general practice in the district. The three witnesses last referred 
to ascribed the explosion to the sudden generation of steam. The verdict 
of the jury ascribed the explosion to the inferior quality of the iron in 
the boiler, and they expressed their opinion that the manager should have 
aid more attention to the representation of the engineer, when he said it 
eaked. It is right to state, that the Messrs. Bagnall very rarely have 
accidents at their works, 
On Wednesday afternoon, another boiler explosion, the fourth in as 
many weeks, took place in this town. The boiler belonged to an engine 
used at a small fire-irons manufactory, which stood behind a malthouse, 
in a crowded part of the town, the back of these works being filled up witl: 
houses. ‘The results werefearful. Five persons, including two children, 
passing along the street, are already dead; another has his skull so severely 
fractured that his recovery is regarded as hopeless; eight more are seri- 
ously injured, and several others have sustained contusions. The malt- 
house, the fire-iron works, and a steel toy manufactory close to, were ren- 
dered a complete wreck ; walls, roofs, and floors being reduced toa mass 
of rubbish, underneath which lay a number of persons, dead and severely 
injured. The body of the son of the proprietor of the works was found 
under a quantity of hot bricks, and was a most frightful object. ‘The 
upper part of the head was completely torn off, both arms severed from 
the trunk, one being carried up by the explosion, and alighting 200 yards 
distant in a busy street ; one breast was almost parted from his body, and 
other parts dreadfully mutilated; his clothes were smouldering and black 
from combustion, whilst the body emitted the odour of seething flesh. 
The fireman, Cornfield, was carried up an immense height, and fell through 
a roof upon the ceiling of a house, about 100 yards from the scene of the 
explosion, a bleeding and mutilated mass, the momentum of the fall hav~ 
ing broken through the roof. It is needless to say that he was quite dead. 
A part of the boiler, weighing about 2 cwts., was carried about 100 yards, 
and some of the piping and some bricks were taken over a neighbouring 
church to a great distance. The concussion caused by the explosion was 
felt at parts of the town a quarter of a mile distant, From the fact that 
very little water was scattered about, and that the plates of the boiler pre- 
sented the appearance of having been red-hot, there can be little doubt 
that the explosion was caused by the water in the boiler having become 
low, the plates then being rendered red-hot, and fresh water admitted, 
and coming in contact with them, suddenly flashing into steam, so as to 
create a calles augmontation of pressure, the safety-valve not being suf- 
ficent to emit the excessive amount of steam suddenly generated. An in- 
quest was opened to-day, and the ‘evidence given went to show that the 
engine and boiler were under the management of the son of the proprietor 
and the fireman, both of whom are killed, 
Mr. Horton, of Brierley Hill, will test his boiler safety-valve, on Mon- 
day, in afield adjoining Lord Ward’s new level furnaces. The boiler upon 
which the experiment will be made is 4 ft. 9 in. in diameter, and 20 ft. 
in length. He purposes, after raising the steam to the maximum height, 
to show that it is impossible to gain above 2 lbs. per square inch in ex- 
cess of the load, gradually to run out the water, heat the boiler to a red 
heat, and then inject cold water until it is raised to a proper working level.

| originally a metallic mass, which, by composition with air and water, produced 
granite and other primitive rocks. Our knowledge of the constitution of the inside 
of our globe was chiefly derived from the action of volcanoes, which penetrating 
| Surface and atmosphere. We knew little of this shell beyond a depth of five or six 
its diameter. The temperature of rocks i 1 in ling at a uniform rate 
which would place the melting point of platinum (3240’), the most infusible of metals, 
only 30 miles below the surface of the globe. This immense globe of molten fire, by 
the motions and undulations to which it was subject, caused earthquakes and pro- 
duced volcanoes—either bursting through or straining the solid strata, to which 
faults and mineral veins were attributable. Lava, pumice, and fragment: of various 
kinds were ejected from the craters and sides; whilst basalt, trachyte, traps, the 
compounds of quartz and felspur, and other crystalline formed internally by volcanic 
action, were brought to the surface by the enormous forces developed. In addition 
tu these, volcanoes poured out large quantities of smoke, steam, and various kinds of 
gases, Thus Vesuvius exhales sulphurous acid gas chiefly during its quiescent state 
—muriatic acid at and after anirruption. An inflammable gas was als» given off at 
the times of greatest activity, which burnt with a violent red colour, only when in 
contact with the atmosphere. Nitrogen gas had also been detected issuing from it 
which pointed to the probability of water from the surface of the earth, impregnated 
with air, having penetrated to the interior. To the same cause might be attributed 
the presence of nitrogen in many warm mineral springs. These springs, as at Bath, 
probably passed from the heated strata below, through u fault or fissure in the stra- 
tified rocks ubove, mingling in their course with water drained from the surface. 
This would reduce the temperatare, and modify the salts held in solution, Etnagave 
off chiefly sulphurous acid, and a spring at its base sulphuretted hydrogen. The 
central part of Sicily was covered with a blue clay, in which were beds of selenite or 
gypsum, of salt and sulphur, associated with beds of calcareous mar! and conglome- 
rate, containing, in fact, all the products which were sublimed from volcanoes. 
Streams sometimes descended the sides of volcanoes, as at Guntur, the Javanese vol- 
cano, in 1800, where a river descending the mountain was sudcenly charged with a 
white sulphurous mud, which laid waste an extensive district. Some volcanoes gave 
off steam alone with smoke, as Longano, in New Zealand, which did not throw out 
any scoria. Sulphuretted hydrogen and carbonic acid gua issued generally from those 
voicanoes which were dormant. The latter gasixsued most frequently fom the bases 
or fissures in voleanoes, and penetrated the collars of Portice and Resina after an 
erruption of Vesuvius, Suiphurctted hydrogen, with steam, characterised the Sol- 
fataras, which were the remaias of ancient craters, in very subdued action. This 
left time for the gases to forin water, ani condense or combine with other substances, 
an‘ produce those varied conditions of rocks in volcanic districts which marked the 
endless resources of the great laboratory of Nature.

‘To prevent the completion of the projected 
works, fabulous anecdotes have been recorded, the traffic receipts falsi- 
fied, public documents twisted wrong end upwards, and, as we have pre- 
viously stated, the most solemn and sacred private convictions, opinions, 
and feelings, sneered at, in a style scarcely to be paralleled in the writ 
ings of the most vulgar and ignorant of sceptics. 

With a strange inconsistency, while the literary hacks of some persons 
connected with the Eastern Counties Company are attempting to prove 
that the Pitsea and Colchester line cannot possibly yield a remunerative 
return on the capital proposed to be expended upon it, the company them- 
selves absolutely endeavoured during the past session to defeat the mes- 
sure, by bringing before Parliament three projects, two of which were fur 
the accommodation of a cousiderable portion of the district which will be 
traversed by the Pitsea and Colchester line. Not that we for a moment 
believe that the two lines in question were brought forward with any 
other view than that of throwing out the bill for the extension of the 
Southend line to Colchester.

The efforts which the Eastern Counties Company are now making to 
prevent the construction of the Pitsea and Colchester line strongly remind 
us of the pertinacious but unsuccessful opposition made by the South:

Inon Ones.—Mr, Robert Mushet, Coleford, to improve the smelting of 
iron ores, proposes to blow into a blast or smelting furnace used in the smelting of 
iron ores powdered coal, coke, charcoal, peat, or other carb matters eapabl 
of combustion, so as to produce in the lower parts of the furnace gases of a nature 
which are calculated, by their combustion, to raise the temperature of those parts of 
the furnace, or its contents, and which also have a a to deoxidiee the ores or 
meta], and to improve the quality, and increase the quantity of iron obtained from 
the ores. The carbonaceous matters used for this purpose must be reduced to wder 
by some convenient means, and may in that state be blown into a furnace through 
tubes, resembling ordinary tuyeres, by means of blasts of air ; or a stream of powdered 
carbonaceous matter may be allowed to fall into each or some of the ordinary blast 
tuyeres, so as to be carried into the furnace with the air or blast passing through such 
tuyere or tuyeres. 


Inon.—Mr. H. Gilbee, South-street, Finsbury, has patented an inven- 
tion, which consists in receiving a stream of melted iron as it flows from the melting 
or refining furnace into a suitable trench, and projecting downwards upon it, either 
perpendicularly or obliquely, and at several places, as may be required, a strong cur- 
rent of atmospheric air, so that the stream of melted iron may be thereby cut com- 
pletely through, or nearly so, and every portion of the liquid metal thus brought suc 
cessively into contact with the said current of air; and at the same time it is pro- 
posed, by means of suitable bridges or stops placed across the stream of liquid metal 
to arrest the progress of the slag or scorim, so that the pure surface of the metal may 
be brought into contact with such currents of air. It is also proposed to operate by 
such currents or blasts of air ae aforesaid, directed je ay wr or obliquely upon the 
surface of pools or reservoirs of melted ircn, kept nearly full by —- supply 
of metal, so that such current of air shall decarbunise the said metal at the surface, 
and force such decarbonised portion over the edge of the reservoir into a second 
reservoir, where the said operation may be repeated, and 6o on, as often as necessary. 


Meratitic Ones.—Mr. A. Robert, Paris, proposes to mix refractory or 
other metallic ores in a powdered state with that kind of clay called marl, ge any 
diluted with water, so as to be brought toa plastic state; this mixture is then to 
be placed in a tuitable «melting furnace, and heated by burningcoke. By this means 
the finer portion of the metal is easily separated from impurities. 


Gravitation AND Execrnricity.—Mr. Reuben Phillips has just for- 
warded to the Royal Society a paper, in which is shown, from an experiment, and 
without any hypothesis, that when a number of bodies, some positively electrified and 
others equally electrified negatively, are intermingled and react on each other by in- 
duction, the eum of the electric attractions is greater than the sum of the electric 
repulsions. Thus Mr. Phillips bas connected gravitation with electro-chemistry. 


Improvep Baicxs.—Mr. G. J. Giinther, of De Beauvoir Villas, Kings- 
land, has patented some improvements in moulding bricks, by which cement may be 
entirely dispensed with. The blocks are formed in various shapes, thus :—Eacb 
block may be cut in such a shape “ that -—_ four sides of it form a parallelogram, 
its upper and lower sides being formed each by two inclined planes, which incline 
towards each other from the edges towards the middle, in such & manner respec 
tively thet the direction of the furrow that is formed by the two inclined planes o1 
the one (apper) side forms a right angle with or crosses the direction of the other 
(lower) side.” The other configurations are simply modifications in detail, the prin- 
ciple being the same, The inventor anticipates that by such blocks being employed 
in the construction of any masonry in damp, wet ground, in water (fresh and sea 
water) the use of water or Roman cement might even be altogether ey ma with 
inasmuch as the respective masonry would be rendered to a great extent mpermeable 
already by commencement, owing to the peculiar shape of the blocks, and the manner 
in which they are joined together. Sach masonry is, therefore, especially to be re- 
commended for the linings of canals, aquaducts, gutters, reservoirs, docks, &c. ; anc 
in mines for the lining and walling up of any portion of ground where, although 
timber might answer the purpose, still there should be required that the lining be 
durable and lasting; in fact, anywhere where a conriderable pressure of water or 
loose ground is to be resisted, and especially where it is not 7 or advantageous to 
reach the object by the construction of arches of masonry, or by timber, the above 
description of masonry would answer the purpose best. 


Improvements 1N Potx Carrtaces.—Mr. George Hazeldine, coach- 
builder, of Southwark, has just specified under bis patent for improvements in car- 
riages requiring poles between the horses, or draught animals, an ingenious arrange- 
ment, whereby the pole is enabled to be turned up out of the way when the vehicle is 
put aside without horses, without being obliged to encounter the trouble and diffi- 
culty of getting the poie out of its sockets, and thus doing away with the frequent 
breakage of poles consequent upon servants shirking the labour of withdrawing the 
pole from the sockets. The specification states that this pole (when it has the usual 
sockets as well as the new arrang ts) ists of a hind part (secured in the sockets) 
and a fore part, the two parts being connected together, and secured by a centre pin, 
which passes through the shoe of the fore part of the pole and the pole and shoe at 
the hind part, and is sufficiently loose to allow the fore part of the pole to move up 
and down upon the same as required, the hind part of the pole being also protected 
by an iron or metallic shoe, fitting, as does the shoe of the forepart, underneath and 
at two sides of the pole; this shoe does not extend beyond this hind part of the pole, 
and is secured thereto by screws. the heads of which are countersunk, to avoid fric. 
tion when the shoe of the fore part is brought in contact with it. There is a similar 
shoe on the end of the fore part of the pole, one half or thereabouts of which extends 
beyond the fore part, in order that when the two parts are brought together it may 
underlay and support the other part. There is an eye or staple fixed in the end of 
the hind part of the pole, to which the end of the chain is attached, the other cnd of 
which chain has the locking pin, which serves to keep the pole elevated when it i+ 
thrown up out of use, by fitting into the two orifices in the sides of the projecting end 
of the shoe of the fore part, at the top of which is secured by a centre pin a pall or 
catch, which takes into a notch or catch in the end of the hind part of the S— and 
is for the purpose of keeping the two parts of the pole even when in use. There isa 
strap fitted to the fore carriage, to which strap is attached by bearing pieces and a 
centre pin a pall, which takes in a catch or notch provided in the hind part of the 
pole, and is for the purpose of locking the hind part of the pole in its place when in 
use, and preventing its being drawn out of its place in the sockets of the fore carriage. 
Ins! of a two part pole, a short pole may attached to an improved fore carriage, 
the improvement in which consists in dispensing with the two “ futchells” usually 
adopted and in having a stock piece for the pole provided, to which a pole is to be 
jointed in the same manner as the fore part of the pole above described is jointed to 
the hind part, the end of this piece being treated like the end of the hind part, and 
the after end of this pole like the after end of the efore-deacribed fore part.
